NOTES 


Miss  Ida  Ingell,  Mrs,  Clara  Ingell  Fuller,  and  I  have 
over  thirty  years 'in  attempts  to  trace  the  Ohio  Branch  of 
tho  Ingell  Family,  but  with  very  little  success. 

I  have  listed  here  the  sum  total  of  our  combined 
efforts.  We  know  that  Mrs,  Adella  Ingell  Oarlock  was  the 
last  of  her  line,  daughter  of  William  Francis  Ingell  and 
granddaughter  of  William  Ingell,  She  had  no  children. 

She  was  the  only  child  of  her  parents,  though  her  father 
had  adopted  a  son,  whose  first  name  w c  have  not  boon  able 
to  learn,  but  we  believe  ho  took  the  name  of  Ingell,  but 
of  this  even  wc  are  not  sure. 


I  include  a  copy  of  tho  data  sent  me  by  tho  Western 
Reserve  Historical  Society  at  -  Cleveland,  Ohio,  and  some 
items ' given  mo  by  Mr.  Philip  Mack  Smith  of  Middlefiold, 
Mass,,  and  Washington,  D.  C. 

We  do  know,  however,  that  there  are  descendants  of 
Zadoc  Ingell  and  Polly  (Noonoy)  (Herrick)  Ingell  living 
in  Ohio.  If  this  over  falls  into  their  hands,  I  should 
bo  glad  to  have  thorn  communicate  with  mo.

Many  of  the  INGELL  Family  arc  buried  in  the  little,  old 
Ingell  Family  Cemetery  on  the  farm  originally  owned  by  the  first 
Zadock  Ingcll  and  owned  in  1936  by  Cheney  Morton  Ingell  on 
Chester  Hill,  about  four  miles  from  Chester. 


The  Chester  Center  Cemetery  Is  about  two  miles  south  of  the 
Ingcll  Cemetery.  It  is  six  miles  by  one  road  and  ten  miles  by 
the  other  and  better  road,  via  Huntington,  from  Chester,  or  five 
miles  from  Huntington.  The  cemetery  is  directly  across  the  road 
from  tho  old  First  Congregational  Church.  Most  of  the  Ingeils 
buried  here  will  be  found  in  tho  middle  section  of  this  cemetery . 
(The  northern  part  is  the  very  old  section,  tho  center  is  not  so 
old,  and  the  southern  part  is  the  newest  section  and  contains  as 
yet  very  few  graves.)

None  of  the  Ingeils  were  ever  buried  in  tho  old  cemetery  on 
Huntington  Street  in  Chester  Village.

Zadoc  Ingell  is  said  to  have  changed  the  spelling  of  his 
name  from  INGALLS  to  INGELL  when  he  joined  the  Revolutionary 
Array.  (See  IKGALXS  GKKEALOGY,  pape  256.)  His  War  Record  is 
given  on  page  271  of  the  INGALLS  GENEALOGY,  It  has  not  boon 
possible  to  connect  him  with  any  of. the  INGALLS  Family  because 
of  this  change  in  the  spelling  of  the  name,  but,  doubtless,  that 
is  where  ho  belongs . 


Zadoc  Ingell  was  born  at  Taunton,  Mass,,  May  9,  1760.  He 
—  ^  the  Revolution:  at  Oakham  and  finally  at  Chester, 
he  died  at  Chester,  Doc.  21,  1832,  and  is  buried  in  the  Ingell 
Family  Cemetery.  He  married  Christiana  Bell  of  Chester. 

Zadoc  Ingell ’  s  grave  is  listed  under  the  Mass.  Society, 

Sons  of  the  ^American  Revolution,  Serial  No.  54-50,  Marker  NO.  1, 
Second  Row  from  Gate--  .arble—Ingoll  Cemetery.  Mrs.  Florence 
Adella  (Ingell)  Garlock  of  Cleveland,  Ohio,  and  Mrs.  Edna 
(Ingell)  Caldwell  of  Springfield,  Mass.,  have  both  joined  the 
D.  A,  R,  on  his  War  Record. 

Christiana*  Sell  was  born  Sent.  22,  1762  at  Chester,  ??ass. 

She  was  the  daughter  of  William  Bell  and  Christine  (McFarland) 
Bell.  William  Boll  and  Christine  McFa.rl.and  wore  married  at 
Rutland,  Mass.,  Sept.  13,  1759.  Christiana  (Bell)  Ingell  died 
March  18,  1835  and  is  buried  beside  her  husband  in  the  Ingell 
Cemetery. 

William  Bell  was  the  son  of  James  Boll  and  Martha  (Crawford) 
Bell,  who  wore  married  in  Rutland,  Mass.,  May  24,  1733.  James 
and  Martha  (Crawford)  Bell  wore  born  in  Ireland.  Martha  was  the 
daughter  of  Aaron  Crawford  and  Agnes  (?)  Crawford.  The  Bolls 
were  one  of . the  families  who  were  driven  from  Scotland  to  Northern 
Ireland  during  the  religious  uprisings. 

Picturesque^  Hampden,  Part  II,  page  104,  says,  "Fr.  Ingell 
was  one  of  the  best  men  that  ever  lived,  and  ho  passed  through 
life  without  ever  having  made  an  enemy.  On  account  of  his  virtues 
and  his  fervid  religious  emotions,  he  was  styled  by  his  neighbors.

Zadoe  Ingell  set  in  ‘’Dignity  Second,  No.  7,"  in  the  Old  First 
Church  at  Chester  Center.  In  1785  the  Footing  House  wr.s  re¬ 
paired  and  a  committee . appointed  to  "dignify  and  seat"  the 
members,  and  the  vote  directed  that,  "In  seating,  the  Committee 
shall  have  regard  to  age,  estate,  and  usefulness." 

After  coining  to  Chester,  at  least,  Zadoc  Ingell  wa3  a 
farmer.

In  1834  his  widow,  Christiana,  was 
a  resident  of  Chester,  Mass.,  age  72.  In  1820  a  son, 

Cheney,  age  24  years,  with  his  wife  and  child  and  also  two 
other  grandchildren  lived  with  the  soldier.  The  other  two 
children's  names  are  given  as  Nelson  Ingell,  age  14  years, 
and  Christiana  Ingell."

ZADOC  INGELL  (Cheney,  Zadoc,  James)  born  September  4,  1827  at 
Chester,  married  Ann  Churchill  of  Chester.
